Notwithſtanding the many Cruelties exerciſed againſt the re- 
formed in France, the Truth of the Goſpel ſo ſpread, that about 
this Time the City of Meaux, but 30 Miles diſtant from Paris, 
was brought off from the Worſhip of Saints and Images ; and here 
was the firſt Gallican reformed Church, The Biſhop of Meaux 
imployed the learned Fames Faber in this Work; and Margaret 
Queen of Navarr, Siſtet to Francis I. then King of France, had 
embraced the Reformation, and was a great Friend to Fames Fa- 
ber, and an Aſylum and Sanctuary to all the perſecuted (5).

The Reformation was ſo far 3: abliſhed in England, that the 
Pope's Supremacy was rejected, Monaſteries were ſuppreſſed, and 
in 1536, Orders were given by Henry VIII. that the Bible ſhould 
be tranſlated into Enghſh, which was ſpeedily done, and printed 
at Paris three Years after, Burnet's Hiſt, Reform. Vol, I. B. III.

ture Sonnets, Lewis Gaudimel, a moſt ſkilful Maſter of Muſick 
(another A/aph) ſet thoſe ſweet and melodious Tunes to which 
thoſe Pſalms are ſung to this Day, They met with great Ac- 
ceptance, were ſung in the Louvre (a royal Palace in Paris where 
the Court was kept) as well as the Pres des Clerks, by Ladies, 
Princes, and even by King Henry II. himſelf, This ſacred Prac- 
tice contributed greatly to the Downfal of Popery, and Propaga- 
tion of the Goſpel, The popiſh Clergy raged, and the Cardinal 
of Lorrain got the Odes of 3 and the filthy and obſcene 
Poems of Tibullus and Catullus to be turned into French, and 
ſung at Court as a Means to baniſh the ſinging of the above- 
mentioned Pfalms, The Bible was tranſlated Fito French b 
Oliuetan, a Miniſter in Piedmont, Calvin's Uncle; and Calvin

A conſiderable Number have ſince arrrived in England and 
Ireland, and are expected to be dropping in continually, We 
have received later Intelligence, by which it appears, the Pro- 
teſtants in Languedoc have more Freedom, and enjoy more Op- 
portunities for the Worſhip of God : But the Perſecution falls 
hard on the Reformed in Santoign and Poitou at this Time, —— 
It is moreover ſaid, that a Computation has been made of the 
Number of Proteſtants in France, to the Amount of 2,500,000, 
and that the loweſt Computation is 1,800,000,
